Thousands attend ‘Open House’ 


Operation Doorbell 
A Huge Success

Tue Crusade for Souls in Indiana is a huge success! 

Early returns from the four diocesan directors of the statewide ; 
door-to-door Catholic Census and Information Program indi- 
cate that it has been crowned with such overwhelming success 
as to thrill the lay workers, priests and Bishops who united in 
launching it. More inquirers are attending the Religious Infor- 
mation Forum in every parish than ever before. 

The report from St. Patrick’s parish in South Bend is typi- 
cal of the hundreds that are pouring into the state headquarters 
in Indianapolis. The 210 canvassers in St. Patrick’s, working 
in pairs, visited 2,336 homes. Of these families, 851 were ac- 
tively Catholic, 83 were families in which all or some members 
were fallen-aways, 1,030 were non-Catholics affiliated with 
some church, and the remaining 372 families were unaffiliated. | 

No less than 256 families reported that they were inter- 8 
ested in learning more about the Catholic religion either 
through literature or attendance at Sunday services or the Re- 
ligious Information Forums. Especially pleasing was the fact 
that 39 churchless families definitely agreed to attend the 
Forums to which the canvassers arranged to bring them. 

An “Open House” was held at St. Patrick’s Church last P 

Sunday afternoon. The numerous visitors were welcomed by 
the three Holy Cross priests, Fathers Joseph R. McAllister, 
Joseph Corcoran and John A. Driscoll, and by the canvassers. 
The visitors were taken on a tour of inspection of the church, 
during which the significance of the paintings, statues, altars, 
vestments, Mass utensils and other sacramentals was explained. 
This was followed by refreshments in the church hall, where 
all got better acquainted. 

The purpose of the “Open House” held by many of the 

parishes in the state was to bridge the gap between the initial 
call of the canvassers and the start of the Information Forum. 
Knowing how timid and shy are many non-Catholics in coming 
to Catholic religious services or instructions, the pastors used 
the “Open House” as a transitional step and as a means of 
“breaking the ice.” 

They asked the canvassers and other Catholics to help 
them in greeting the visitors at the church doors. Non-Cath- 
olics are accustomed to a friendly greeting and social contacts 
with their neighbors when they attend church functions, and 
the “Open House” was designed to provide these features. Many 
of the parishioners called on interested families and brought 
them in their cars to the reception. 

“The canvassers,” reported Father Corcoran who was in 
charge of “Operation Doorbell” at St. Patrick’s, “left a copy of ' 
Come Back Home with each fallen-away and a copy of Finding 
Christ’s Church with every family that was interested in learn- 
ing more about the Catholic religion. The first pamphlet will 


help to rekindle the faith in the fallen-aways and the latter 


will plant the seed of faith in the minds of sincere truth seekers. Sy '

But in Ceylon, there is a move to hand over all Catholic schools 
to the state, thus permitting Buddhist, Hindu and Moslem teach- 
ers “to suffer the little children to come unto confusion worse 
confounded.” The same anti-Christian forces would ban all sis- 
ters from hospitals after October 1, 1956. One wonders who 
will take over without salary, and with such dedicated service, 
the two leper colonies now served by pious hands and Christ-like 
hearts. In Canton, Holy Week is re-lived by His Excellency 
Bishop Dominic Tang. Exactly like his Master, he is accused 
of “perverting the nation, refusing to give tribute to Mao-Tse 
Tung, and saying that Christ is King.”

Dollar Diplomacy 


In 1947, Greece became the first na- 
tion to receive U.S. aid as a weapon to stop 
the Communists. Since then, we have voted 
2.8 billion dollars of our money for this 
nation of eight million people. In other 
words, we have instructed our senators and 
representatives to pay a total of $350 to 
every man, woman, and child in Greece, 

(Don’t you wish France or England 
would write you a check for $350 and hand 
it over—no strings attached—$350 for 
every member of your family?) 

The results of our 2.8. billion dollar 
gift?—One Greek in every two has just 
voted against us and in favor of the Com- 
munists and their allies. How much did 
their votes cost the U.S.S.R.? Not one 
ruble. Not one drachma. 

The effects of our gift may have been 
nullified by what one can only call the 2.8. 
billion dollar blunder of Mr. Dulles. Last 
September there were anti-Greek riots in 
Turkey during which Greek cemeteries and 
churches were desecrated and damage to 
Greek property ran as high as 300 million 
dollars. 

Did Mr. Dulles send a protest to Tur- 
key? Failing that, did he at least keep his 
mouth shut? No—he sent a protest to 
Greece! and the same protest to Turkey, 
thereby putting the innocent on the same 
level with the guilty. This rightly infur- 
jated the Greek people. 

If hoodlums one day broke into your 
home and wrecked it, you’ might expect 
your powerful neighbor downstreet to help 
you catch the goons and punish them, But 
you would scarcely appreciate a note ask- 
ing you please not to make so much noise 
in the future. 

Hence, half the Greeks remembered 
our 2.8. million dollar gift while the other 
half were still rankling under Mr. Dulles’ 
ill-advised and undeserved reproof.

2. Soviet negotiators arrive for spe. 
cific projects. They confer with Indians on 
terms, contracts, etc. 

3. A deal is reached on the basis of 
loans, not gifts. Soviet technicians take 
over.. India pays them. 

4. From one Indian negotiator: “Thi 
is strictly a business deal. That’s the way 
we like it.” 

5. Upshot: Russia comes to India’ 
help late, gives almost nothing away, drives 
a hard bargain—and wins friends. 

6. On the other hand: U.S. came ty 
India’s help early with gifts, technical aid, 
etc.—and is losing friends. 

“Under the Soviet method,” says US$ 
News & World Report, “many Indians are 
letting it be known, they conserve ‘face! 
because they are negotiating as equals, 
Under the American system, on the other 
hand, they often feel as though they are 
objects of charity, and they feel the resent. 
ment that goes with that status.” 

So you can’t win just by giving dollars 
away.

The Gospel Story 
The Boy... Called 


from the Crowd!

He was a young boy in a great crowd of five thou- 
sand. But suddenly he was big! He was vital! And yet he 
was small. He had but five barley loaves and two fishes. 
Our Lord wanted these five barley loaves and two fishes. 
THE BOY was called from the crowd. 

| He would be known as THE BOY forever after. The 
five thousand would be but an indistinct mass of people in 
the minds of men. But THE BOY would stand vivid and 
clear, called from the crowd. 

_ IT know I have seen with my imagination his slightness, 
his shy grin, his confusion when called, the basket on his 
arm with a white cloth. And, as if five thousand were not 
enough to feed from his five loaves and two fishes, I, too, 
have become hungry when thinking of the scene, hungry 
to the point where I could almost taste the crustiness of the 
bread, growing sweeter in the mouth as one chewed and 
chewed, for it would not be soft bread as we know bread 
today, sliced for better toasting. and less calories into thin 
dainty portions. | 

Bread and fish. No honey. No steaming bowl of soup, 
No hot beverage. Just bread and fish, blessed by Our Lord. 
I enjoy the crust end of home-made bread, a glass of milk, 
blessed by Our Lord. As a Franciscan tertiary, it is my 
rule of life to ask God's blessing on all those who eat under 
my roof. 

THE BOY in the crowd was hungry, too. But he did 
not look at his individual portion of food, and then at the 
crowd, and say, “I have no more than enough to take care 
of my own needs.” He offered what he had in all simplicity, 
and left the multiplication to Our Lord. 

Did he know beforehand what Our Lord would do with 
the small loaves and the two fishes? No, he offered in faith. 
And so it is today with THE BOY called from the. crowd. 
(Or it may be THE GIRL called from the crowd.) 

Their talents may seem as small as the loaves and 
fishes when it comes to taking up the duties of the religious 
life and administering to the many. But when THE BOY 
(or THE GIRL) offers in simple faith, not knowing how 
much Our Lord will do with him, but trusting, willing to 
make of himself the offering, the crowd becomes an indis- 
tinct mass in the background. THE BOY comes to the fore, 
a vital figure, called from the crowd! 

Our Lord has set an early morning Table before the 
crowd. There is the Bread of Life for each who hungers. 
And many hunger. I hunger. And when our beloved pastor, 
with his seventy-odd honorable years behind him, his gray 
hair, his careful, joint-wary step, gives us Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament, sometimes I think of him as THE BOY. 

And my heart yearns when I think how he, too, must 
have been slight, with a shy grin, answering “yes” to the 
call of Our Lord. But his parents did not say, “No, he is too 
young to know his own mind. He cannot go to the seminary 
yet.”” They offered and he offered, trustingly. 

They did not say, “Come, taste of the good things of 
the world until your hunger is sated.” (Desire for the things 
of the world becomes first a torment and then a sickness 
in the soul, not a satisfaction.) Instead, they encouraged him 
to offer what he had, perhaps the equivalent of THE BOY’s 
five loaves and two fishes. 

So it is with THE BOY who says “yes” to God’s call to 
the Holy Priesthood. “Come, feed my lambs,” and he does. 
“Come, serve,” Our Lord says to THE GIRL, and she who 
says “yes,” and serves, will be forever THE GIRL called 
from the crowd, even when her step falters and her eyes 
grow dim with age. She serves by helping to create the Di- 
vine Hunger. Little ones she influences become the hungry 
crowd following Our Lord.

There are three stages in the pro- 
cess of ageing. The first will bring 
signs of autumn noticeable only to 
herself: something is not as it has 
been, but her surroundings will know 
nothing about it. The second is marked 
by a change perceived by others as 
a decline. The third stage escapes 
one’s own observation; yet the decay 

continues, and is 
mercilessly’ regis- 
tered by one’s sur- 
roundings. 

The first and by 
far most painful 
phase begins gent- 
ly about forty and 
ends with the no- 
torious change of 
life. Through some 
incident or other a woman becomes 
aware that her bloom is fading, Her 
presence no longer has the same at- 
traction. People’value her abilities, her 
professional success and her good rep- 
utation. This latter is always some- 
thing like a retirement pension. It is 
the signal announcing the approaching 
dusk. It is true, all lights are still shin- 
ing, but they appear slightly dimmed. 
These shadows will either: give acute 
pain or be only registered as a nuis- 
ance, according to the degree of a 
woman’s attachment to the world and 
her desire for admiration. About this 
time there may also arrive certain 
physical troubles, such as asthma or 
heart diseases. 

In general, however, the experi- 
ence of getting older takes the form 
of other*s¥mptoms, such as slight dis- 
turbances of one’s powers of concen- 
tration, curtailed and lighter sleep and 
similar signs. They are as yet only 
warnings, but just for this reason all 
the more uncanny, and the words 
‘never more’ will often appear before 
the inner eye. 

At twenty a young girl thinks she 
is alone in the world; at thirty she 
will discover other women beside her, 
and the woman of forty will notice 
young girls who look up to her. The 
girls are charming, but she herself is 
only to be respected. She may pre- 
tend that she gladly enjoys this deep- 


W\ HEN our teen-ager is going 
through the painful process of with- 
drawing himself from his family he 
is not retreating into a vacuum; he is 
going into the world in a much broader 
sense than he has ever gone before. 
And our responsibility is to see that 
he goes into it with the right attitude. 
Here we can make most serious mis- 
takes, and here we can show what we 
ourselves are. 

We Christians are under orders, 
and our obligation is to help our chil- 
dren to realize that they are under 
orders too. The orders are to love one 
another as Christ has loved us. When 
we face the world, and when our chil- 
dren face it, we are to face the people 
in it with love. This does not mean that 
we are to shut our eyes to the evil in 
people and teach the children to see 
things through rose colored spectacles. 
No, we and they must see people as 
they are, in all their unrosiness, and 
love themnevertheless and work for 
their good. For that is the work of 
Christ. 

Here is the strange inconsistency 
in parents: They try very hard to give 
their children a Christian education; 
they are careful that they receive 
Communion and go to Confession 
often; they go through all the motions 
of wanting them to be good Christians. 
And then when these children face the 
world they try to fill them up with 
attitudes that are the opposite of 
Christian: “take care of yourself and 
let others take care of themselves; to 
be successful you have to be hard. 
Christ’s teachings in the Sermon on 
the Mount aren't realistic.”

ened maturity, but this is not true. 
If she tries to disguise her weakness, 
she will suffer from it only the more. 

She will then gradually approach 
the change of life or climacteric, This 
lasts roughly from the forty-eighth to 
the fifty-fifth year, during which per- 
iod her organism undergoes important 
changes. Enough is known about the 
hormones, the mysterious interaction 
of the fluids, the delicate ramifications 
of the nervous system and the chemical 
changes in the body, to make people 
understand how important it must be 
for the entire economy of the body if 
a substance such as is contained in 
the germ glands is gradually removed. 

The. list of unpleasant physical 
symptoms which may all be met with 
in the period of the “dangerous age” 
can be very long. Nevertheless, it 
would be a mistake to think that these 
years are called dangerous because 
the organism is seriously threatened 
by so many complaints. Fortunately 
contemporary medical science is suf- 
ficiently advanced to be able to help 


.in many ways; for example, by pre- 


scriptions made up of hormones, vita- 
mins and calcium, which latter is good 
for certain special states. Here a wo- 
man must trust her doctor to give her 
the right kind of treatment. Neverthe- 
less, these manifold, often ill-defined 
complaints and symptoms will in no 
way endanger the life of the patient. 
This age is dangerous rather because, 
apart from the physical discomfort, it 
is subject to moodiness, irritability and 
lack of self-control. All these states 
will disappear once the sexual equi- 
librium has been completely restored. 

This period of transition, during 
which the full physical powers of a 
woman are transformed into the ulti- 
mate maturity of her personality, 
might be called the illness of the 
healthy; it is part of woman’s general 
destiny. 


The inconsistency comes of course 
from the fact that Christian parents 
are. trying to hold to two ideals at 
once. They want their children to be 
eternally happy, but they ‘also want 
them to be successes in the world’s 
meaning of the term. They want them 
to be prosperous, to make their mark, 
to get ahead. They don’t give a thought 
to the possibility that these two ideals 
may be contradictory. But every par- 
ent who claims to be Christian must 
give a thought to this possibility. 

If I as a father intend anything by 
my children’s Christian education, I 
must intend that a Christian life 
should result from it. And when I look 
to see what the Christian life is, I find 
this law of love. We are commanded 
to love one another. But we are not 
commanded anywhere in Christ's 
teaching—and let us parents take note 
of this fact—we are nowhere com- 
manded to be a success or to be pros- 
perous or to get ahead. Therefore there 
is no Christian reason for desiring 
these things. And if we parents suc- 
ceed in giving our children these com- 
pletely worldly attitudes we may be 
killing love in them, and this may 
mean killing God's grace in them. It 
is serious. 

But how are we to make our chil- 
dren understand this law of love, es- 
pecially during their teens when they 
aren't “taking anything” from us? I 
don’t think preaching or nagging will 
do any good, and it may do much 
harm. But there are three ways at 
least in which we can do something. 
The first is of course prayer: and in 
this difficult period when our opinion

The Son 
of God could not brook this reversal of values this 
scandal given to the followers of the God of the Jews 
“The zeal of my House has eaten me up,” and in short 
order the place is rid of the eye-sore. The priests 
asked, “by what authority dost thou these things?” 
and on the night of the trial they will bring up this 
incident as they look for witnesses to accuse him of 
temple desecration. They could never fdrgive Him for 
showing them up, for pointing to a flagrant violation 
of temple decorum. 

Our Lord did not argue with them. He did not dis- 
pute their right to exercise authority. He merely show- 
ed by a forceful intervention what was wrong in the 
situation. No doubt that the venders soon came back 
and resumed their trade, but at least the authorities 
were warned; their conscience could no more be at 
ease. What they will do with the warning is their 
own responsibility. Christ does not take over, He does 
not substitute for them. The priests have legitimate 
authority and they must exercise it for the good of the 
people and the glory of God. 

The invasion of the temple by business operations 
may have been very expedient, but it was not edifying, 
it did not put first things first.

objected to and wanted the priests to be warned about. 
Christ did His duty when He faced ‘the situation de- 
spite the knowledge that it would not endear Him to 
the priestly authority. - 

With the Pharisees Christ clashed more often. They 
represented the moral conscience of the people. They 
were held in high esteem because they represented 
the law for the people. Christ did not resent their 
office: as scribes and lawyers, He even counselled the 
people to do their bidding. “All things therefore what- 
soever they shall say to you, observe and do: but 
according to their works do ye not. For they say and 
do not” (Matt. 23:3). This was Christ’s great objection 
to their conduct. They displayed their holiness for 
reasons of prestige so that they could exploit the 
people for their own profit. “They love to walk in 
long robes and to be saluted in the market-place, 
and to sit in the first chairs in the synagogues and to 
have the highest places at suppers,” but then in the 
next breath Christ mentions.a damaging situation: 
“Who devour the houses of widows under the pretense 
of long prayer” (Mk. 12:40). 

How does Christ deal with this kind of opposition 
to His Gospel? Christ is patient and kind with the in- 
dividual himself right up to the very end of his career. 
He accepts their invitations to supper even though 
they turn out to be disagreeable banquets where He 
is always challenged and not given the marks of friend- 
ship and courtesy. He does not run away from their 
spying. He answers their questions with devasting ar- 
guments, but He does warn His disciples about the 
danger of their doctrine, the still greater venom of 
their spirit. The lying spirit, the hypotritical attitudes 
are hateful to Christ and these He castigates and un- 
covers «unmercifully, but not until the cause seems 
hopeless to Him. Christ is considerate of the person; 
He cannot endure the system or the spirit, the pre- 
tense. “Beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and 


~? Saducees, for they say and do not.” 


And what is Christ’s attitude toward the weak 
Pilate who has to make the fatal decision to have 
Christ crucified? Here is political authority. Pilate 1s 
faced with a problem. He sees what is right and knows 
the innocence of Christ, that He is accused falsely, but 
he is caught’in a snare. He thinks he can pull out of 
an impasse by sacrificing the principle of justice. He 
even tries all kinds of substitutes; he stalls by sending 
Christ to Herod, he works on the sympathy of the 
people by having Christ scourged; he even tries to 
appeal to self interest by confronting the people with 


* an unequal choice: Christ or a highway robber. This 


is all weakness, a lack of character, a lack of under- 
standing human passions. 

Christ answers Pilate politely and even excuses 
his intentions. Here is moral authority in the person 
of Christ and political expediency in the person of 
Pilate. Christ is no respecter of persons, but he respects 
Pilate’s authority as coming from God. Even in the 

of a weak governor Christ sees and respects 


the order set up by God. All power, all authoréty comes 


from God, no matter in what man it is carried out.

Yester- 
day evening, St. Patrick’s 
Day saw the “Emmys” 
| being awarded by the 
| Academy of Television 
John Fitzgerald Arts and Sciences. Now 
things would be fine if these were the only 
awards given; but things are not so simple. 

Film Daily, a few days ago, picked 
their Top Ten for honors (Mr. Roberts 
nudged out Marty by 281.to 270 from 354 
ballots of film critics and commentators). 
Then, many weeks ago C.O.M.P.O. Audi- 
ence Awards were given out (decided by 
various moviegoers who could vote as 
much as they liked). Now I’m told that 
Marty (my own favorite) also copped the 
Sylvania and Donaldson Awards. These, of 
course, should be distinguished from the 
Redbook Awards which, in turn, might be 
confused with the Photoplay magazine 
Awards which you might have watched on 
r 4 2 

Let us not neglect to mention the New 
York Film Critics Circle Awards which are 
different from the National Board of Re- 
view Awards. We also have the Daughters 
of the American Revolution as well as the 
General Federation of Wamen’s Clubs in 
the cinemaward sweepstakes. (Are you 
still with me?) 

Look magazine also gets in on the mu- 
tual publicity goings-on with awards which 
are separate and distinct from The Foreign 
Language Press Film Critics Awards. The 
Quigley trade publications also give out 
awards, and we must not forget the Chris- 
topher Awards. There’s even the rumor 
that the lovers of decency might give an 
award to Howard Hughes (producer of The 
Outlaw, The French Line, Son of Sinbad 
and The Conqueror) for leaving the film 
industry. 

But, then again, maybe there’s a posi- 
tive value to some of these awards. Per- 
haps they give deserving people a pat on 
the back and encourage them to continue 
good work in the communications field. 
Should this be so, then we Catholics are 
far behind in realizing it. Despite our con- 
Stant yapping about the things wrong with 
the entertainment industry, we have yet to 
take many positive steps to encourage 
people who attempt to improve entertain- 
ment morally and artistically. The Catholic 
Almanac has eight solid pages of awards, 
but few entertainment figures are listed. 
The University ‘of Notre Dame’s Laetare 
Medal (prominent U.S. Catholic layman 
for distinguished accomplishment for coun- 
try or church “and whose life is a model 
of Christian morality and good citizen- 
ship”) went to theatrical manager Augus- 
tin Daly—back in 1894. Margaret Anglin, 
an actress, got it in 1927; and Irene Dunne 
in 1949. The Siena Medal (“Catholic Wo- 
man who has made a distinctive contribu- 
tion to Catholic life in the U.S.”) went to 
Loretta Young in 1950. And the Catholic 
Institute of the Press, a professional or- 
ganization in New York honored Director 
Leo McCary in 1952 and will honor Cana- 
dian actor-author Gene Lockhart next 
month at their Communion Breakfast. But 
this is a pitifully small number of awards 
out of eight full pages.

THE PUBLICITY RELEASF 

Perhaps one of the brightest things 
that enters the drab uneventful life of a 
critic is the publicity release. With mono. 
tonous regularity pounds of paper, smej}. 
ing with the good smell of mimeograph 
ink, arrive in the writer’s mailbox prom. 
ising fascinating facts, untold stories, aj] 
sorts of sparkling information on the stars 
and advance notice of shows yet to come 

Some notices are routine such as oneg 
that say Guy Lombardo is starting a new 
live TV series called Guy Lombardo’s Dig. 
mond Jubilee. This starts this Tuesday and 
will be dramatizations of songs picked by 
four viewers (chosen from those who write 
in) because they have played “important 
and significant roles in their lives.” Guy 
Lombardo’s been pleasing the public for 
many years. Maybe this show will be a 
hit. Of course, many people don’t like Lom. 
bardo’s music, but it’s a matter of taste. 

Other notices speak of special pro- 
grams such as CBS-TV’s “Out of Darkness” 
telecast this afternoon. It promises to be 
an interesting program on the vita! prob- 
lem of mental health. The three-quarters 
of a million patients in mental hospitals 
today comprise 54% of the total number 
of patients in all hospitals for all disease, 
This is a problem that needs more light and 
action. Perhaps TV can help by programs 
like this. 

But besides the announcements often 
come bits of wonderment that make must- 
reading for me. For instance RCA Victor 
records tells me that their new recording 
star Elvis Presley (who should be locked 
in a room and forced to listen to his record- 
ings of Tutti Fruitti and Blue Suede Shoes 
until doomsday) is a youth “only 21 years 
old ... born in Tupelo, Miss. and... ina 
year has won all the trade paper polls as 
‘most promising new artist’... has acqull- 
ed two Cadillacs—one pink and one yellow 
—a station wagon and a motorcycie; an 
his father has retired at age 39.” 

In a CBS release about Edward R 
Murrow’s* Person To Person we find fase 
cinating information regarding the super- 
stitions of the stars. Among them Imogene 
Coca “who said she’s not superstitious, but

That is not to say that some readers 
of his stories will not be puzzled, distress- 
ed some scandalized, some maliciously 
But will any such effect be en-

These are not stories to be raced 
through, glibly summarized, coventionally 
judged. They seem to have been composed 
slowly, almost to have grown (did one not 
see how artfully they have been fashioned), 

Their meaning is not on the surface, 
not telegraphed, often never explicitly 
stated. It has to be allowed to seep through 
in its own time and way, like sunlight 
through leaves. Recognized in a first leis- 
urely reading, it is found to be amplified 
in subsequent readings. There is always 
more in a topnotch Powers story than ime 
mediately appears. Hence, though the re- 
wards are great for the skillful reader, the 
perils are great for the reader not suffi- 
cently knowledgeable or objective. 

Of the stories concerning priests, there 
are two about one pastor and his curate, 
two about another pastor and his curate. 
We meet Father Malt and his no longer 
young assistant, Father Burner, in “Death 
of a Favorite” and “Defection of a Favor- 
te.

Mr. Powers’ is, of course, a major 
talent, almost always scrupulously em- 
ployed. Used as, for the most part, it is in 
this book, it must be applauded, although 
one repeats the observation that the obtuse 
or prejudiced reader may take its product 
amiss. 


A NEW LIFE 


Caroline Gordon is at a disadvantage 
when her work is measured against that of 
Mr. Powers. Did one read her latest novel, 
The Malefactors (Harcourt, Brace. $3.95), 
at any other time than just after Mr. 
Powers’ stories, one might easily consider 
it of considerable quality. But against the 
spare, exquisitely made, delicately honed 
work from the Powers pen it seems fairly 
arbitrary and pretentious. 

Miss Gordon is looking at a group of 


rich people living in sumptuous houses in 


the Pennsylvania countryside within com- 
muting distance of New York. The prin- 
cipals are Tom and Vera Claiborne, he 47, 
she 40. Tom early made a reputation as a 
poet, but for years he has written nothing 
and exists in luxury (and torment) on the 
fortune Vera inherited from her father, a 
celebrated painter. 

Their lives are empty, haunted by 
their ancestors’ sins and their own. Their 
friends all represent some aspect of fu- 
tility. 

A meaningless party is the occasion for 
bringing into the house two women from 
the past. One is Cynthia, Vail, Vera's 
cousin. The other is Catherine Pollard, the 
first wife of a neighbor who has remar- 
ried. 

Tom has an affair with Cynthia, is 
discovered in it, leaves Vera, plans a di- 
vorce and a new life. A new life does 
await him. But it ‘is not the one of his 
supposing, and the agent of it is not 
Cynthia Vail but Catherine Pollard. 

This large, grey-haired woman is now 
a Catholic: She runs the Catholic Labor- 
ers movement in association with an old, 
wise French peasant, conducts a house of 
hospitality on Mott Street in Manhattan 
and a farfm where simple cultivation of the 
land and the living of the liturgical life 
are featured. 

Through her, both Vera and Tom come 
to Catholicism, find mfeaning and purpose 
in life, and at long last find each other. 

But not before a great deal of rehash- 
ing of the vapidities and the vices of the 
so-called lost generation of artistic Ameri- 
cans living in Paris and elsewhere on the 
Continent, some of them real people thinly 
disguised. If the light finally shines in the 
darkness in this book, most of the pages 
are given to an exploration of the unspeak- 
able goings-on in the darkness, and all too 
few to depiction of the light. This is a 
doughy novel in which the leaven is too 
deeply hidden and has to be taken far too 
much on faith.

“I never thought I would live to see 
the day,” remarked another woman, “when 
Catholics would call upon me and invite 
me to their services.

Such friendly invitations, along 
with the offer to call for us and bring us 
to your Mass and your Information Forums, 
will do more to remove misunderstanding 
about Catholics than anything that has 
taken place in my life time.” 


“It’s about time,” said a man who was 
given a pamphlet on the Catholic faith,

One of our last visitors in North Caro- 
lina was a priest from Brazil who drove 
to our center in a diesel oil powered Mer- 
vedes. He came to tell us about Brazil and 
to invite us to come there to live. 

‘But not in Rio or Sao Paulo,” Father 
Longtin DeJong said. “You do not see 
Brazil there. Brazil is to be seen in the 
interior.” 

Father DeJong showed us pictures of 
the missions in Brazil and the country 
homes don’t much resemble those beauti- 
ful Rio apartmenf houses you see in the 
travel Magazines. 

Father DeJong is a priest of the Fath- 
ers of the Sacred Heart, who have a moth- 
erhouse in the United States at Fairhaven, 
Mass, Once again we heard from him what 
we've heard from priests in Latin America 
over and over again — it is a lack of a 
middle class that is at the base of the prob- 
lems of the Church in these Latin Ameri- 
can countries.
